These 
four people manage to annoy and amuse each other through 
the entire volume, their fresh, witty, spirited conversations 
being the chief attraction. There are other characters, of 
course, but they serve either as foils to the principal ones, 
or as means of develeping the plot—which is by no means 
intricate—though it has its mystery.

OBITUARY. 
ROBERT MOFFAT. 

Dr. RoBERT Morrat, the missionary to Africa, 
and father-in-law of the late Dr. Livingstone, 
died in London, England, August Io, in the 
eighty-ninth year of his age. Dr. Moffat was 
born in Inverkeithing, Fifeshire, Scotland, in 
1795, and was reared inthe Secession Church ; 
but he removed to England in 1811, and became 
associated with the Methodists of that country, 
embracing their religious doctrines earnestly. In 
1815, at the age of 20, he offered his services as a 
missionary to the London Missionary Society 
and was sent to South Africa. In this section 
of Africa he labored faithfully for several years, 
teaching the negroes the arts of civilized life as 
well as the truths of the gospel. He frequently 
made tours among the barbarous, warlike tribes, 
and his remarkable adventures on these danger- 
ous journeys are described in his ‘* Missionary 
Labors and Scenes in Southern Africa,’’ pub- 
lished in London in 1842. In 1837 he was obliged 
to return to England for his health, and he re- 
mained at home for five years, during which time 
he reduced the Bechuana language to written 
characters, and had printed a version of the New 
Testament and the Psalms in that language. He 
returned to Africa in 1842, and continued his 
work until 1870, when he was obliged to renounce 
it, and after that he lived in London. In 1873 he 
was presented by his friends in England with a 
purse of $29,000 in recognition of his services in 
Africa to the cause of religion and civilization. 


-ROF. WILLIAM DINDORF. 

* PROFESSOR DINDORF, whose death has been 
announced, was,’ says the Boston Advertiser, 
‘* one of the first classical scholars of his day, and 
one of the most accomplished Hellenists of mod- 
ern times. He came naturally by eminence as a 
philologist,for his father wasProfessor of Oriental 
Languages at the University of Leipsic, in which 
city William Dindorf wasborn. Atthe age of 15 
the young student entered the university, where, 
two years later,he won distinction as a Grecian by 
continuing Beck’s commentary on Aristophanes. 
He afterward published a new edition of that au- 
thor, which still remains a standard text-book at 
Oxford. In his twenty-sixth year he was ap- 
pointed Professor of the History of Literature at 
Leipsic, and he retained that chair for five years, 
when he resigned the position and associated 
himself with his younger brother, Ludwig, and 
Professor Hase in the renovation of Estienne’s 
Greek ‘ Thesaurus,’ a work of gigantic labor, 
which was not fully completed till 1863. While 
engaged in the preparation of the ‘ Thesaurus,’ 
Professor Dindorf produced critical editions of 
Demosthenes, Aristotle, and other Greek authors, 
as well as many classical scholiasts. He was 
one of the principal editors of the ‘ Library 
of Greek Classics,’ published by Firmin Didot 
Fréres. His editions are the standard text-books 
of the Greek tragedians. He was 81 years old.”’
